Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
has considered the amendment and response filed by applicants on July 14, 2008. 
Cancellation of claims 12-16 has overcome the rejection of said claims under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b). Applicants' arguments with regard to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103 were 
found persuasive. The prior art relied upon by the examiner would not have led a 
person having ordinary in the art to a process for preparing a dichloropropanol by 
hydrochlorinating glycerine or a monochloropropanediol, in the absence of a solvent, 
and continuously removing water by distillation, i.e. reactive distillation to remove water. 
The fact that a higher yield of dichloropropanol could have been obtained, using a lower 
concentration of catalyst (as per the comparison provide by applicants), would not have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art, given the combined reference 
teachings, at the time the current Invention was made.
